Then there is the 
ifth of November, dating back to 1605, 
which is marked in the English Church 
service as a Thanksgiving Day, in com- 
memoration of. tho discovory of tlio 
iunpowder Plot. You have heard of 
iuy Fawkes—you boys, at least—and 
»ow they put tho powder under tho 
Parliament House and .were going to 
jlow it up. 
" But it was in this great land, my 


lears, that was born the permanent 
Thanksgiving Day, and this is its his- 
tory. 
Long years ago, some very 


worthy people lived in Old England, 
;oward whom other folks, who had 
power, acted very badly. And so those 
Became so discouraged, so tired of per- 
secution, that they Toft their homes, and 
at last they resolved to go and live in 
this great Now World, of which they 
had heard so much. So they packed 
their goods, and with their families 
sailed across the big ocean to America. 
You can form no idea, in your happw 
days, of what these poor people suf- 
fered. It was a good land tlysy had 
left, and this was then mostly a wilder- 
ness; and, between cold and hunger 
and other hardships, life to these emi- 
grants was very, very dreary. But they 
were a strongly religious people. They 
trusted in tho Great God; and at a very 
early period of their history in America 
they b'egan to ascribe calamity to His 
frown and prosperity to His smile. 
From this they came to celebrating 
regular Fast Days, and Thanksgivin, 
Days, the latter usually in autumn au 
the former toward the spring. 


"The earliest Thanksgiving Day on 


record in what was called the Massa- 
chusetts Colony chanced, as I have told 
you, 
on an appointed fasting day, tho 


22d of February, 1632, and in this way. 
The people had been in great distress 
all winter. Provisions were scarce, 
and they were obliged to live mostly on 
clams, muscles, acorns and ground- 
nuts, and these obtained with much 
difficulty in the winter time. A ship 
had been sent to tho Old World for 
supplies; but it had not returned and 
it was greatly feared that it was lost. 
As the fasting day drew near, the peo- 
ple were all discouraged. It was ru- 
mored that the last batch of bread was 
baking in the Governor's oven, and that 
was a sorry prospect for them. But 
tlie good God did not desert his people. 
On the very night before the fast day 
from those who wore watching hope- 
lessly for the ship were heard loud cries 
of joy. They had descried it, and pres- 
ently in it came, laden with the supplies; 


on which account the appointed fast day 
was changed to a Thanksgiving day,; 
and you may believe they had a joyful1 
time. 


"It 
is true that the keeping of 


Thanksgiving days was not limited to 
old New England. 
They were observ- 


ed also among the Dutch settlers in 
America, in times of great public re- 
joicings, and by others, but only at 
times; not, as here, regularly every 
year. It was long <xre the other States 
began to keep an annual Thanksgiving 
Day—as late as the year 1817 in New 
York; but finally the custom grew 
very popular. The Governors bogau 
to issue yearly proclamations, and now 
Thanksgiving has become as much a 
part of the year as Fourth of July or 
Christmas, without which folks would 
feel quite homesick. Is it not so, mv 
dears?'"

The Younger and tho Elder Booth. 


From oil early ago Edwin Booth was 


associated with hia father in all tho wan- 
derings and strange and often sad ad- 
ventures of that wayward man of gen- 
ius, and no doubt tho many sorrowful ex- 


. perionces of his youth deepened the 
gloom of his inherited temperament. 
Those -who know him well aro awaro 
that ho has great tenderness of heart 
and abundant playful humor ; that his 
mind is ono of extraordinary liveliness, 
and that ho sympathizes keenly and cor- 
dially with the joys and sorrows of oth- 
ers, yet that tho whole man seoms satu- 
rated with sadness, isolated from com- 
panionship, lonely and alone. It is this 
temperament, combined with a somber 
and melancholy aspect of countenance, 
that has helped to mako him so admira- 
ble in tho character of Hamlet. Of his 
fitness for that port his father was tho 
first to speak, when on a night manv 
years ago, in Sacramento, they had 


; dressed for St. Piorre and Janier. in 
; ''Venice Preserved." 
Edwin, as Jaf- 


fier, had put on a closo-nttiug robe ot 
black velvet. "You look liku Hamlet " 
tho(father said; "why don't you play 
it?" 
The time was destined to come 


when Edwin Booth would IK; accepted 
all over America as tho greatest ILimlet 
of tho century. In tho season of 1S04- 
65, at the .Winter Garden Theater, New 
York, he acted that part for n hundred 
nights in succession, accomplishing thus 
a feat unprecedented in theatrical an- 
nals. Since that timo Henry Irving, in 
London, has acted Humlut 200 consi-cn- 
tivtvtinn-H in ono HOM.HOU ; but this latter 
achievement, in tho livoseut day and in 
tho capital city of tho world, HCOUIH !c;8 
romarkivhlo than Edwin Booth's exploit 
was, performed in turbulent New York 
iu tho closing mouths of oar terrible 
civil war. 


Tho older Booth was a short, spare, 


muscular man, with a splendid chest, n 
symmetrical Greek head, apalo counten- 
ance, a voica of wonderful compass and 
thrilling power, dark hair, and blue eyes. 
Edwin's resemblance to him is chiefly 
obvious in tho shape of tho head and 
face, the arch and twist of the heavy 
eyebrows, tho radiant and constantly 
shifting light of expression which ani- 
mates the countenance, the natural grace 
of carriage, and tho celerity of rnovo 
ment. Edwin's eyes aro dark brown, 
and seem to turn black in moments of 
excitement, and they are capable of con- 
veying, with electrical effect, the most 
diverse meaning—the ttolomnity of lofty 
thought, tho tenderness of affection, tho 
pitoousuess of forlorn sorrow, the awful

Shiel's ferocious tragedy of "The Apos- 
tate." Ho was a terri bio presence. He 
was tho incarnation of smooth, specious, 
malignant, hellish rapacity. Hia exul- 
tant malice seemed to buoy him above 
the ground. 
He floated rather than 


walked. 
His glanco was deadly. His 


clear, high, cutting, measured tone was 
tho exasperating note of hideous cruelty. 
Ho was acting a liond then, and making 
tha monster not only possible but actual. 
He certainly gave a greater impression 
of overwhelming power than is given by 
Edwin Booth, and seomed a more for- 
midable and tremendous man. But his 
face was not more brilliant than that of 
his renowned son; and in fact it was, if 
anything, somewhat less snlendid in 
power of tho oye. — William'Winter, in 
Harper's Magazine.
